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Selectmen’s Report - The State of the Town 


1994 was a year of quiet progress for Mont Vernon. Taxes went 
down and for the fourth year in a row remained well below the levels of 
1990. The Town’s surplus increased somewhat closer to the mid-range of 
the statutory requirement. Cash flow was good and for the second year in 
a row we avoided borrowing in anticipation of taxes. At year end a 
record 90% of 1994 taxes had been collected. Much of the credit for this 
success belongs to you the voters who attended the annual meetings over 
the last few years and who voted for spending restraint and against new 
and expanded programs. Mont Vernon’s residents were in the vanguard 
of the "November" Revolution calling for lower taxes and less costly, 
more efficient government. We, your Selectmen, have strived to answer 
that call. 


Several years ago on our recommendation the Town voted to lease 
a police cruiser. This worked out very well for the Town and in 1994 the 
lease ended and we took title to the vehicle. 1994 also saw the last 
payment on highway equipment bought five years earlier. Upon our 
request and the recommendation of the Budget Committee, the Town (in 
1994) voted the funds to lease both a new police cruiser and a 
completely equipped truck capable of being used for both winter plowing 
and summer maintenance work. Some in Town miss the Warrant articles 
and resulting debate, but leasing equipment provides a cost effective 
financing method and results in more stable budgets and tax rates. 


The major events of 1994 were for the most part joyous occasions. 
The Spring Gala was a hugh success and included the return of many 
"native born" Mont Vernonites. Lamson Farm Day was blessed with 
wonderful weather and a traditional celebration. Most of the issues faced 
by the Selectmen in 1994 were of a routine nature. Zoning enforcement 
issues dominated the more controversial aspects of our 1994 agenda and 
several of these issues are sure to follow us into 1995, but at press time 
there resolution seems in sight. 


In September, Ed Gilbert resigned for health reasons. As 
Selectman, Ed served our Town with dedication and devotion for two 
and a half years. He reports that there has been much progress in his 
health and we wish him a full and speedy recovery. Former Selectmen 
Justin Pestana answered our call, and agreed to serve out Ed’s term until 
the March elections. 


Mont Vernon looks optimistically toward the coming year..

1994 Annual Report 


The town of Mont Vernon is part of a six town 
emergency dispatch center located in Milford. If you 
have an emergency, dial 911 or 673-3131. For informa- 
tion or non-emergency, dial 673-1383 or 673-1414. When 
calling for assistance it is important that each resi- 
dence use their correct address and number not a postal 
name/number. This has caused problems in the past on 
Old Milford and Wilton Roads, causing delays in fire 
department responses. If anyone is unsure of their num- 
ber or road name, contact the fire department at 673- 
1383. When you call for assistance, it is important 
that the following information be given: type of pro- 
blem, location of problem, name, address and town, and 
phone number. Do not hesitate when you think you may 
have a fire. Call the fire department, big fires start 
small. 


An important part of any fire department is fire 
prevention. During Fire Prevention Week, members of the 
fire department instructed children from the Village 
School (grades 1-3) and the kindergarten/readiness pro- 
gram in fire safety. Films were shown, tours given of 
the fire station and trucks, demostrated equipment used 
by the department, and discussed how to call for help 
and what to do in case of a fire. Any organization 
wishing a discussion on fire safety, can call 673-1383 
and ask for Deputy Chief Jay Wilson. 


The Mont Vernon Fire Department is a call fire 
department that relys on the community for support and 
its members. If anyone is interested in becoming part 
of the fire department, contact the Fire Chief or call 
673-1383 for information and an application. Become a 
member and the whole town benefits. 
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N.H. State Law requires a written permit for any 
outside burning, except when there is snow cover. To 
obtain a permit call 673-1383 or Chief Howard Welch at 
673-1769, Deputy Chief Kevin Pomeroy at 673-9130, or 
Captain Steve Rand at 673-8756. Those found burning 
without permits can be held responsible for the cost of 
extinguishing the fire and fined. During 1994, the fire 
department responded to a woods fire off of Lamson Road 
caused by a campfire, almost 1/2 acre was lost and the 
fire department was on scene for over 2 hours. 


The Mont Vernon Fire Department responded to 65 
incidents during 1994. This was an increase from 1993.

This year we regretfully accepted the resignation of three valuable members of the 
Commission. Donald Brown, Robert Flynn and Virginia Flynn have been active 
members since 1986. Their contributions and humor will be sorely missed. we 
wish them best of luck and good fortune. 


In June Jeff Johnson, John Kendall and Lisa VanHouten were appointed to fill the 
vacancies. 


In April this commission met with the Lamson Farm Commission to discuss future 
plans for Lamson Farm and to decide in what ways the Conservation Commission 
could contribute to achieving some of the goals set out for this property. We 
investigated the posibility of planting Chestnut trees along the north wall of the 
apple orchard. This project will continue into the coming year and eventually 
provide feed for the wildlife in the area. 


In July a work party was held to restore the signs at Herlihey Swamp, Horton Pond 
and Carlton Park. The signs were stripped, re-stained and sealed and should 
provide many more years of service. 


Over the summer gravel and grading were done to improve the access road at 
Horton Pond. 


For anyone interested in visiting our town conservation resources, "A Pocket 
Guide to Town Conservation Sites" is available at the Town Hall and the Deland 
Library. 


The annual walk of the boundaries of the conservation easements at the Phillipi 
property and at Salisbury Road took place in early fall. No violations were 
observed and the Town of Mont Vernon and the Society for the Preservation of 
New Hampshire Forests have been informed.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


During 1994 the Planning Board approved a subdivision by 
Asselin Bros. for land on Levesque Lane (6-lots), and one 
by Joseph Carleton, et al, for land on Grand Hill Road, 
(2-liots). There was also a correction of.a lot line on 
Levesque Lane between lots 60-7 and 60-13. Applications 
submitted by Cullen relative to land on Upton Road and by 
MacKeigan for land on Old Amherst Road, were not acted upon 
for laek of information. Additionally a request for a site 
plan review by Howard Welch, Jr. for lot 58 on map 7, owned 


by Erma Archibald, was referred to the Zoning Board of Ad- 
justment. 


Housekeeping changes approved by vote of Town Meeting were 
incorporated in to the Zoning Ordinance. New copies have 
been printed and are available for sale at the Office of 
the Selectmen. 


Acting on a vote at Town Meeting to investigate possible 
future use ofidand known ’as the "Tracking Station", should 
it become available, the Board appointed a committee con- 
sisting of B.J. Cleveland, Paul Caristi, James Bannon, 
David Scheuring and Selectman Gerald Griffin. Contact has 
been made with other towns presently owning a portion of 
the land. Reports will be made to the Planning Board on 

a timely basis. 


Several parties interested in possible future subdivision 
met with the Board and were given direction for submission 
of their applications, as has been customary in the past. 


The Board spent many hours reviewing drafts of maps to be 
provided by the Nashua Regional Planning Commission. Final 
copies showing tax parcels will be available to the Town 
for reassessment purposes as well as currently being used 
as overlays for soil types. 


In all the Planning Board held eleven (11 monthly meetings 
during the year (no meeting in December), and twelve (12) 
work sessions.

Mont Vernon’s dollar 
contribution to School Administrative Unit 39 has declined for the 
fifth straight year, down 19% from what it was in 1990-91, the last 
year Mont Vernon was with Milford in SAU 40. Costs are down but 
services to Mont Vernon have increased. As one example, Assistant 
Superintendent Michael Galan saved the District $24,000 by 
refinancing the debt on the construction of the Village School 
addition. Similarly, Mont Vernon’s tax rate for the Souhegan 
Cooperative High School budget has declined from $7.41 per $1000 of 
assessed valuation in 1992 when Souhegan opened to $6.64 this year; 
moreover, the projected 1995-96 high school tax rate will be lower 
still. Souhegan received top honors as "Secondary School of the 
Year" in ceremonies hosted by John Sununu, former Governor of New 
Hampshire. ; 


The 1995-96 Village School budget is expected to decrease 
approximately 4%%, primarily due to savings in teacher 
replacements, middle school tuition, special education, SAU 
services and facilities operation and maintenance. 


Noteworthy changes in staffing, curriculum, and assessment are 
underway. Semi-departmentalized teaching continues in grades 5 and 
6 in which all three teachers cover the new Reading and Language 
Arts curriculum and a second academic area: Math for Nancy 
Sandahl, Science for Karen Amber, and Social Studies for Rosemary 
Curtis. Parent, teacher and student feedback affirm this change. 


In November, the Department of Education released the results 
of statewide proficiency tests in Reading/Language Arts and 
Mathematics. These achievement tests were taken by third graders 
in the spring of 1994. In Mathematics, 82% of Mont Vernon students 
scored in the basic, proficient. and advanced levels compared to the 
state’s 65%. In Reading and Language Arts, 59% of Mont Vernon 
third graders scored in the top three levels compared to 65% 
statewide. The remainder of students scored at the novice level. 
I am pleased with our students’ initial performance on this 


challenging test and commend our teachers. I also thank the 
parents for the all-important encouragement they give their 
children at home. Helping all students attain higher levels of 


proficiency on these examinations requires a close partnership of 
parents and teachers. What can parents and the public expect? 
They can expect their educators will 


. Align and, if necessary, modify our curriculums to match the 
state’s challenging standards. 


. Examine students’ proficiency patterns: What questions did 
they answer correctly? Incorrectly? What strengths and 
weaknesses are identified in their writing? 
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: Support teachers in identifying and developing instructional 
practices designed to achieve higher levels of student 


learning. 

. Establish student proficiency targets -- the aim being to 
advance as many students as we can into higher levels of 
proficiency. 


: Work with parents as partners in these efforts to continually 
improve what students know and are able to do. 


The school board is reviewing and revising local board policies 
and expects to complete this work by June. Moreover, board members 
are actively considering how the Village School can be staffed to 
meet the minimum state requirements for public school approval. At 
present, staffing falls below minimum standards in guidance, 
reading and library services. 


I end where I began: Thanks to teamwork, good things in 
education and finance are happening at the Village School. I 
commend these efforts and what I see as a collective desire to help 
today’s students be tomorrow’s leaders. An African proverb puts it 
well: "It takes a whole village to save a child".

Principal’s Report 1993-1994 


This year we will celebrate the twenty-fifth year that a class 
of sixth graders has graduated from the Village School. It is 
exciting to have parents who were here when it was a four-room 
school now return to enroll their own children. 


Our school enrollment averaged 182 students during 1993-94. 
The average class size throughout the year was 33 in first grade, 
30 in second grade, 21 in third grade, 35 in fourth grade, 29 in 
fifth grade, and 34 in sixth grade. The enrollment dipped by seven 
students on the first day of school this past September. 


Volunteers, community members and the PTA have maintained their 
commitment to the students of MVVS. They have provided many 
enrichment programs and more than enough volunteer hours to once 
again qualify for the New Hampshire Blue Ribbon Award. It is very 
rewarding to have community members and parents whose children have 


long since graduated from our school, still continue to be 
volunteering in our school. 


Students continued their community involvement in a variety of 
ways. Barry Jordan’s third grade class started monthly visits with 
the local kindergarten last year, and Susan Wright’s class is 
making the connection this year. Each month Robin Hoey’s class 
goes to the Inn and reads to the residents. The students also 
sing, sign, make books, take treats and have established wonderful 
friendships. The student docents continue to work at the 
Historical Museum and are looking forward to Spring Gala Day when 


they will ask community members to display photographs along with 
theirs. 


We received the Gold Circle Partnership Achievement Award for 
the MV Student Docent/Historical Museum Partnership. This award is 
given as commendation for establishing a collaborative venture 
between school and the community. 


Martha Horton, second grade; Pauline Villeneuve, first grade; 
and Diane Pearce, physical education specialist resigned at the end 
of last year. We appreciated their dedication to our students 
while they were here and wish them good luck on their next 
endeavor. We have been most fortunate to have Pat Gould, Karen 
Amber, and Linda Narducci join us. 


Grants have continued to supplement the budget and provide us 


with training and materials that have benefitted our students. We 
were able to receive: 


Eisenhower Grant for physical science training 

Drug Free School Grant for conflict prevention 

Chapter II Grant for computer training 

Chapter I Grant for reading and math support to students 


NH Charitable Fund Grant for short-term counseling to one 
student 
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- NH Council for the Arts Grant for photography project for 
Student Docents 


- Individuals with Disabilities Act Grant for Special Education 


Healthy competitions encourage students to achieve high 
standards of excellence, and we have offered a variety of events, 
including: The National Geographic Society’s Geography Bee, The 
Mathematics League, the Union Leader Spelling Bee, Science 
Extravaganza, Pride of Our Town Oration Celebration, PTA 
Reflections and Johns Hopkins Academically Talented. Different 
students excel in different ways, and we are always looking for way 
to spotlight high achievement and excellence. Our monthly Student 


Recognition Assemblies enable all students to be on stage at some 
time. 


In April of 1994 our third grade students took the new State 
test. The results came back this past November. The State has 
cautioned us to be very careful about interpreting results if we 
have fewer than 40 students taking the test, but, be that as it 
may, the results have been published in the paper and conclusions 


drawn. We had 17 students take the test, and we had 12% 
proficient, 47% basic and 41% novice in the area of Language Arts. 
In Math, we had 82% basic and 18% novice. We will use this 


information and the new State frameworks to assess and improve our 
programs. 


A major focus for 1993-94 was completing an integrated language 
arts curriculum guide and determining what materials would be most 
beneficial for our students. This effort was done with teacher 
representation from all grade levels in both Mont Vernon and 
Amherst and enables our students to blend together smoothly at 
Amherst Middle School and build on the same foundation. In 
September 1994 we began to implement this new program. Throughout 
the year teachers have been receiving training and doing 
observations of other schools that have the same program. 


I commend out students, the dedication of the staff, and the 
support of our community who together provide us with our excellent 
school programs. I am also thankful for the support and guidance 


of Superintendent Richard Lalley and Assistant Superintendent 
Michael Galan.

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Report of the Director of Special Services 
1993-1994 


Special Services pertains to Chapter I, Speech and Language 
Therapy, and Special Education. The purpose of providing Special 
Services is to assist each student in reaching their academic 
potential according to their ability. The cost of these services 
is in addition to that of providing regular education to all 
students. As a result, dollar amounts spent in this area are 
carefully scrutinized. Therefore, the goal of Special Services has 
been to provide the most effective services in the least 
restrictive environment in the most cost efficient manner. 


Chapter I services are provided to identified students in first © 
through third grades by three Chapter I tutors under the 
supervision of Janet Reed through a consolidated grant with the © 
Regional Services and Education Center (RSEC) in Amherst. The 
program, which is entirely Federally funded, is based on 1990 
census figures indicating low income families. Eligibility for the © 
program within the school is determined by teacher referral in the 
first grade and by a student’s performance below the fiftieth 
percentile on the Stanford Diagnostic Reading Test or the option of © 
referring students for Chapter I services as the need becomes ~ 
evident. Tutors are scheduled into classes based on the needs and 
eligibility of identified students. The progress of each student — 
is assessed annually through standardized testing which determines 
their eligibility for the program in the next school year. At 
present, eleven first grade students, nine second grade students, 
and five third grade students are eligible and benefit from Chapter 
I services. : 





Speech and Language services are provided by a nationally — 
certified, board licensed Speech Pathologist who is at the Village 
School two full days per week doing therapy and evaluations. 
Speech and Language therapy is. provided to pre-school and Village 
School students who have been evaluated and determined to be in 
need of therapy after being referred by their parent, pediatrician, 
day care provider or pre-school or classroom teacher. Some 
students are determined to be students with a disability due to a 
speech and language impairment, and they fall under the guidelines 
of special education. Other students are experiencing a delay in 
the development of articulation skills, and they are provided with 
therapy while they are not considered to e students with a 
disability at the present time. Seven students, including one 
first grader, two second graders, four third graders, and one sixth — 
grader, with inadequate articulation are presently receiving speech © 
therapy. One first grader and one second grader are using home 
programs developed and monitored by the speech pathologist but 
carried out by parents at home. The intent is to provide early 
intervention to assist students in overcoming articulation 
difficulties so that academic achievement in phonics, spel ie 
reading and speaking will not be adversely affected. As students 
master their articulation difficulties, they are discharged from 
therapy but monitored by the speech pathologist to determine that 
correct articulation has been achieved in spontaneous conversation. 
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Eighteen students are receiving speech and language therapy as a 
part of their special education program. An additional student’s 


special education program requires consultation with teachers by 
the speech pathologist. 


To qualify for special education, a special educational 
evaluation must be completed according to State guidelines. The 
results of the testing in the evaluation determine if the child 
meets the criteria for special education as mandated by the State 
according to Federal law, and then the evaluation team determines 
if the student should be identified as a student with a disability. 
The team, which consists of the evaluator, the child’s teacher, the 
parent, and any other staff members working with the student, 
determines the nature of the child’s disability and develops an 
individualized educational program to address the child’s needs. 
If this individual education program is appropriate and properly 
put in place, the child should demonstrate average achievement. At 
times, other factors interfere with the success of the 
individualized education program, and those factors are discussed 
with the parent in a Pupil-Personnel Team meeting. 


There are currently twenty-three students receiving special 
education programs at the Village School. Five students are 
identified as "speech and language impaired", four students are 
identified as "learning disabled", eleven students are identified 
as "language impaired/learning disabled", two students are other 
"health impaired" and "language impaired", and one student is 
"learning disabled" and "emotionally handicapped". One full-time 
special education teacher, one part-time special education teacher, 
one classroom aide, and the speech pathologist are responsible for 
implementing these students’ special education programs. These 
students all have individual education plans which require the 
regular classroom teacher to make specific classroom modifications 


to accommodate the student’s needs. Eighteen students are 
receiving group or individual speech and language therapy 
determined by their specific needs. Four students are receiving 


individual programs in the Resource Room after their group 
instruction in the Resource Room resulted in minimal progress. Two 
students are receiving small group instruction in the Resource 
Room. All special education students have access to in-class 
support as needed, which is provided by Chapter I tutors, a 
classroom aide, and/or a special education teacher. Four special 
education students are currently involved in a group counseling 
program with two regular education students that is addressing 
social skills, impulsivity, frustration, anger, and self-esteem. 


Of the 55 Mont Vernon students at the Amherst Middle School, 
nine students have special education programs which can include 
classroom modifications, Regular Educator Initiative Classes which 
are classes with a regular education teacher and a _ special 
education teacher or aide, Resource Room classes which provide 
small group instruction out of the mainstream, structured studies 
which provide assistance in academic subjects as needed, or 
counseling. The nature of the services needed is determined by the 
team members who develop the student’s individualized education 


ate 


plan. The Mont Vernon School District is financially responsible 
for the educational needs of these students until they complete the 
eighth grade. 


There are currently seven special education students out of 
district. Two students are eighth graders whose needs could not be 
met at the Amherst Middle School. At the completion of this school 
year these students will become the responsibility of the Souhegan 
Cooperative School District. 


The remaining out-of-district students are pre-school children, 
four of whom were newly identified this year. Two children were 
receiving services as two-year olds through the regional Area 
Agency. As they turned three, the school district did educational 
testing as required and provided programs according to their needs. 
Speech and Language evaluations on two other three year olds 
revealed that they were in need of services. A five year old was 
determined to be in need of services as a result of a medical 
diagnosis, so a special Kindergarten program with related therapies 
was put in place. All of these students are in programs at Sunrise 
Children’s Centers ranging from two days per week to five days per 
week. It is planned that by providing these early intervention 
programs, the needs of these students can be met within the Village 
School as they turn six years of age. 


It has been the goal of the Direction of Special Services to 
implement procedures according to State standards and to provide 
appropriate programming within the Village School that will result 
in special education students achieving in accordance with their 
ability, so that progress will be evident, therefore eliminating 
the need for costly, more restrictive placements out-of-district. 
Special Education in the Mont Vernon School District and in SAU 39 
was evaluated in January by an on-site evaluation team. This team 
assesses Mont Vernon’s procedures to meet State standards for 


educating students with disabilities, and the success of special © 
education programs. Input from regular education staff, special © 


education staff, related service providers such as_ speech 
pathologist, administrators, and parents have been gathered. The 
results of this evaluation will be used to shape instruction within 
the District and the SAU and can be made available to anya 
interested members of the community.

The meeting was called to order by Moderator Walter Kilian at 7:30 p.m.

School Board Chairman Gary McGuire welcomed the newly elected members:

commended outgoing member and Ronald Etlinger, who did not run for re- 
election. 


Motion seconded and approved on a voice vote. 


To see if the District will vote to accept the provisions of RSA 198:20-b 
which provides that any school district at an annual meeting may adopt an 
article authorizing indefinitely, until specific rescission of such 
authority, the School Board to apply for, accept and expend, without other 


governmental unit or a private source which becomes available during the 
fiscal year. 


Motion seconded and approved on a voice vote. 


To see what sum of money the District will vote to raise and appropriate 
for the support of the schools, for the payment of salaries for School 


District officials and agents, and for the payment of statutory 
obligations of the District. 


The amount of $1,592,107 was moved by Gary McGuire and seconded by Ronald 
Etlinger. 


Moderator Walter Kilian recognized the Budget Committee members: Len 


Cushing, Peg Stacey, Joe Mauro, Tracey Miller, Bill Wildes and Selectmen’s 
representative Keith Pomeroy. 


A lengthy discussion of the budget took place as the Moderator reviewed 
each line item. 


The total special education function was reduced by 5% to $171,191.00. 
Under guidance services Tom McKinney moved to delete line item 2120-112- 
100 $10,868 for a new part-time guidance counselor. The request for a new 
position was defeated in a paper ballot 43 to 59. 


Account 2150-113 was reduced to $23,360 based on Budget Committee 
recommendation. 


Account 2540-440 was reduced to $6,000 based on a Budget Committee 
recommendation. 
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Tom McKinney moved to reduce the bottom line by $30,000. The motion was 
seconded by Headly Parsons. 


The motion was defeated in a ballot vote, 33 yes to 48 no. 


The amended amount of $1,581,239 for the total budget passed on a voice 
vote.

start. 


Moderator Kilian refused the motion and acknowledged he had heard the 
motion and would appoint a chairman by the first of November.
